All 
non-exempt material that is reasonably segregable from the exempt material has been released, 
and is enclosed.

SUBJECT.: The Mexico City Policy 


I hereby revoke the Presidential Memorandum of January 23, 2009, 
for the Secretary of State and the Administrator of the 
United States Agency for International Development (Mexico City 
Policy and Assistance for Voluntary Population Planning), and 
reinstate the Presidential Memorandum of January 22, 2001, for 
the Administrator o"f the United States Agency for International 
Development (Restoration of the Mexico City Policy). 

I direct the Secretary of State, in coordination with the 
Secretary of Health and Human Services, to the extent allowable 
by law, to implement a plan to extend the requirements of the 
reinstated Memorandum to global health assistance furnished by 
all departments or agencies. 

I further direct the Secretary of State to take all necessary 
actions, to the extent permitted by law, to ensure that U.S. 
taxpayer dollars do not fund organizations or programs that ' 
support or participate in the management of a program of 
coercive abortion or involuntary sterilization. 

This memorandum is not intended to, and does not, create any 
right or benefit, substantive or procedural, enforceable at 
law or in equity by any party against the United States, its 
departments, agencies, or entities, its officers, employees, 
or agents, or any other person. 
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The Secretary of State is authorized and directed to publish 
this memorandum in the Federal Register.

Presidential Memorandum to Rebuild the U.S. Armed Forces 
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Topline: 

• Quote from the President: "We will rebuild our military and alliances, destroy terrorists and face all our enemies head or 
and make America safe again." 

• Within 30 days the Secretary of Defense will submit a "readiness revievr/’ to the President and within 60 days a plan to 
address deficiencies will be put into effect. 

• In an effort to pursue peace through strength, the U.S. military will bolster its capabilities in all areas, including missile 
defense, cyber defense and nuclear deterrence. 

• The safety of the American people and the security of the American homeland are ttie President’s top priorities. 

This Presidential Memorandum: 

• Makes it clear that the policy of the United States shall be to rebuild the U.S. armed forces, 

• Instructs the Secretary of Defense to conduct a 30-day "readiness review," in which he will: 

o 1. Assess readiness conditions, including training, equipment maintenance, munitions, modernization and 
infrastructure; and, 

o 2. Submit to the President a report identifying actions that can be implemented within the current fiscal year and 
that are necessary to improve readiness conditions. 

• Instructs the Secretary of Defense to, within 60 days, submit to the President a plan of action to achieve the levels of 
readiness identified in the Secretary’s Readiness Review before FY 2019, 

• Instructs the Secretary of Defense to produce a National Defense Strategy, which will give the President and the 
Secretary maximum strategic flexibility and to determine the force stmcture necessary to meet requirements. 

• instructs the Secretary of Defense to initiate a new Nuclear Posture Review to ensure that the United States nuclear 
deterrent is modem, robust, flexible, resilient, ready, and appropriately tailored to deter 21st-century threats and reassun 
our allies. 

• Instructs the Secretary of Defense to initiate a new Ballistic Missile Defense Review to identify ways of strengthening 
missile-defense capabilities, rebalancing homeland and theater defense priorities, and highlighting priority funding areas

• -The UK and US have a longstanding special relationship, and will continue to work closely together on our mutual secui 
and economic interests, 

• In this meeting, the President hopes to assure the PM and the UK that we remain very focused on the special and vibra 
relationship between our two countries.

• A tax on Mexican exports coming into the U.S. is just one example of the many ways Mexico could ultimately pay for thr 
wall through comprehensive tax reform. 

• The U.S. has substarrtial leverage to obtain from Mexico the funds necessary to pay for a border wall. 

Outreach to Congress 

• This week, the Legislative Affairs office met or spoke with more than 110 offices. 

• That’s in addition to the President and Vice President speaking at the Congressional Republioan retreat in 
Philadelphia and several Capitol Hill trips from the Vice President,

o It will require the State Department to withhold visas and use other tools to make other countries accept the retur 
of their criminals,

This morning I spoke with a former colleague who was a career SES responsible for grant oversight 
at Justice. She informed me that her advice would be to simply allow the RFP to lapse, take no 
action, make no awards, no peer review and simply write to any applicant that submits an 
application that the Department will not be moving forward with the grant No explanation is 
legally required. While I appreciate the speed, be aware that it will invite questions and then the 
Department is put in the position of defending itself for taking an action it is permitted to take.

Section V: Additional Information; The U.S. government may (a) reject any or all 
applications, (b) accept other than the lowest cost application, (c) accept more than one 
application, or (d) waive informalities and minor irregularities in applications received, (this 
seems to confirm my colleague’s recommendation). 
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I believe that the better approach is one of the following two choices: 

1. Cancel the grant on grants.gov . The staff put the grant on grants.gov . so they know how to 
cancel it as well. Grants.gov will send anyone that has signed onto their alert system— that 
provides notice of changes, an alert that the grant has been pulled. Again, no commentary. 

From the FAQ section of Grants.gov for government agencies: 

Will! be able to make any modifications to application packages after they are 
published? 

Yes. You can easily modify an application package at any time. Please k-e^M'^ind that if 
you make any significant changes to an existing application package, applicants who have 
already downloaded that package may need to re-download and complete a fiew 
application package. Applicants who have signed up for notifications will be automatically 
notified of the, changes via email, if the grantor chooses to send change notifications 
(emphasis added). 

2 . The best— follow the process set out in USAID’s award and administration directive. It puts 
the agency in the position of announcing it’s action rather than defending it and provides SEC 
STATE TILLERSON with an opportunity.to defend the President’s position. (This RFP is so . 
lacking that it does not even include language that is mandatory in all USAID grants, i.e., “a 
statement that USAID reserves the right to fund any or none of the applications submitted....”).

The cancellation of a Notice of Funding Opportunity (NOFO) costs the U.S. Government and 
applicants’ time, effort, and money. USAID should cancel NOFOs only when cancellation is in the 
public interest. For example: 

1. ( 1 ) ^en the specific programmatic or focus areas are no longer within the Agency’s 
mission or objectives. 


The new Administration is opposed to-creating new international funding mechanisms that 
could be used to pay for abortions or provide funds to NGOs that could use their own money 
to advance policies that are in conflict with the US position— such as promoting the 
legalization or decriminalization of prostitution. Foreign Aid is now targeted against support 
of abortion and promoting control of funds, not giving away money to international entities 
that are largely beyond US control. '' , i ■ 

2. (2) ^ When amendments to the NOFO would be of such magnitude that a new NOFO is 
desirable. 
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This solicitation is so poorly constructed it does not require any money to go 
to sub-grantees for work to stop trafficking, but could be used to simply build a 
fundraising behemoth. The limitations on abortion funding are not clear, 
especially when looking at the ameliorate language in the RFP: 


A. As currently drafted and recognizing the apparent limited applicability of the Helms 

Amendment and Mexico City Policy, the RFP arguably permits: 

1. The recipient of funds to pay for an abortion with U.S. funds as long as it is not part 
of a method of family planning and funds are not used to motivate or coerce any 

^ person to practice abortions. Thus, cases of rape, incest, and the threats to the health 
of the mother—all things that women and girls in trafficking regularly face, become 
fundable. See, Section XXX, U.S. Department of State Standard Terms and 
Conditions, included by reference in Section 2. Administrative and National Policy 
Requirements, PEMS Solicitation, at 24, This reading is prominently advanced by the 
Guttmacher Institute, to permit abortion for victims of rape, incest, and to save the 
life of the mother and is consistent with language identified in “HI{A)(3) below. (So it 
was probably well understood by the Obama folks that this would allow US funds to 
■ pay for abortion). 

2. Abortions to be funded by the U.S, contribution, without regard to the Expanded 
Mexico City Policy as directed by President Trump, as the funds provided by 
Congress to the State Department and constituting the corpus of the funds to be 
awarded under the RFP do not constitute “global health assistance” funds. 

3. Abortion assistance to be provided to, “ameliorat[e] the suffering of, or health risks 
to, victims while they are being trafficked or after they are out of the situation that 
resulted from such victims being trafficked. This language creates a loophole that will 
allow multiple serial abortions. See PEMS Solicitation gF(2)(l) (Federal Award 
Administration Information). (From a previous memo I shared with you). 

There is no way to save this RFP without making significant changes. The better and more 
fair way to do this is to withdraw and reissue as then other anti-trafficking groups will be 
aware of the RFP and can compete— more competition is good. This also locks the JTIP 
Office (especially career staff that may need encouragement), into these policies. I have 
heard some concern that many of the candidates for the new TIP Ambassador may be 
tempted to wilt when they come under pressure from pro-abortion and pro-prostitution forces 
to ignore or downplay these positions. This allows us to lock State in early. 


If USAID cancels a NOFO, USAID will return any applications it has received unopened and will 
issue a notice of cancellation, either posted electronically as a general notice or sent to all 
prospective applicants, or both. USAID staff must purge any electronic applications for a cancelled 
NOFO from primary and backup data storage systems.

1 . ( 1 ) Identify the solicitation number and provide the title or the subject matter, 

2. ( 2 ) Briefly explain the reason why USAID cancelled the NOFO (Simply a quotation of the 
permissible reason set forth above— the specific programmatic or focus areas are no longer 
within the Agency’s mission or objectives, and 

3. ( 3 ) Assure prospective applicants that they will be given an opportunity to apply for any 
subsequent or future NOFOs for the program, if appropriate. This is a big plus, it reassures 
the field that the money is not being hijacked from anti-trtiffieking efforts and allows current 

applicants to use most of what they have already done in preparation for applying to use that 
work. 

The AO must document the: 

1. (1) Circumstances and rationale for the cancellation; (This is internal and extremely helpful 
because this becomes the narrative when State talks with Corker— that this RFP advances 
Obama’s policies and not President Trump’s priorities. I'don’t believe Senator Corker wants 
to publicly defend an'RFP that permits abortions and pro-prostitution policies and funding— 
either internally or in the press). 

2. (2) Applications received, returned, and purged; and 

3. ( 3 ) Cancellation notice and NOFO issuance dates, (not limited to pre-deadline— can be 
done any time prior to funds being issued). 

And— this can be communicated simultaneously to the Senator’s Office since it is not an 
award which protocol usually has departments and agencies communicating prior to 
announcement so that the Congressman or Senator can get political credit.
